with two six pounders captured the big Ceballes liner "Panama", a Spanish auxiliary cruiser. 


The U. S. 5 gunboat Newport, Capt. B F. Tilley, has brought in the Spanish sloop 


Paquete and the Spanish schooner Pireno, Cuban coasting vessels, which she captured off 
Havana this morning.

REGARDING PRIZE SHIPS.

lamation respecting the rights of Span- 
ish vessels in or bound to United States 
ports and also with regard to the right 
of search: 


"By 
the 
President of the United 


States of America.—A Proclamation: 


"Whereas, by an act of Congress ap- 


proved 
April 25, 1S9S. it Is concluded 


that war exists and that war has ex- 
isted since the 21st day of April, A. D., 
151)8, including said day, between the 
United 
States of America and the 


Kingdom of Spain, and 


"Whereas, 
it being desirable that 


such 
war should bo conducted upon 


principles in harmony with tho views 
of 
nations and sanctioned by recent 


practice, it has already been announced 
that the policy of this Government will 
be not to resort to privateering but to 
adhere to the rules of tha declaration 
of Paris. 


"Now 
therefore, I, William McKinley, 


President of the United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of the power vested in me 
by the Constitution and the laws, do 
hereby declare and proclaim. 


"First.—The neutral nag covers ene- 


my's goods with the exception of con- 
traband of war. 


"Second.—Neutral goods not contra- 


band of war are not liable to conlisca- 
tion under the enemy's flag. 


"Third.—Blockades 
in order to be 


binding must be effective. 


"Fourth.—Spanish 
merchant vessels 


In any ports or places within the United 
States shall be allowed until May 21, 
1808, inclusive, for loading their car- 
goes and departing from such ports or 
places; 
and 
such Spanish merchant 


vessels, if met at sea by any United 
States ship, shall be permitted to con- 
tinue their voyage if on examination 
of their cargoes It shall be shown that 
their cargoes were taken on board be- 
fore the expiration of the above time, 
provided that nothing herein contained 
shall apply to Spanish vessels having 
on board any olDcers in the military or 
naval service of the enemy or any coal 
(except as may be necessary for their 
voyage) or any other article prohibited 
or contraband of war, or any dispatch 
of or to the Spanish government. 


"Fifth.—Any Spanish merchant ves- 


sel which prior to April 21, 1898, shall 
have 
sailed from 
any foreign port 


bound 
for any port or place in the 


United States shall be permitted to en- 
ter such port or place and to discharge 
her cargo and afterwards, forthwith, 
to depa« without molestation, and any 
such vessels if met, without molesta- 
tion, if met at sea by a United States 
ship shall be permitted to continue her 
voyage to any- port not blockaded. 


"Sixth.—The right of search Is to be 


exercised 
with strict regard for the 


right of neutrals and the voyages of 
mail steamers are not to be Interfered 
with except on the clearest grounds of 
suspicion of a violation of law In re- 
spect of contraband or.blockade.
